Let us see the occasion of this 
strixing statement by our Lord, ne 
has condemned the creeds of the 
Pharisees and has reproved thei: 
blunders of the Sabbath. He has 
blasted their vaunting self-right- 
eousness. He has unmasked tneir 
ritualistic shows which were utter- 
ly void of Spiritual reality. They 
had said, “Master we would see a 
sign from thee.” But He told them 
they were an evil and adulterous 
generation, seeking after a sign. 

Then He told them of the Queen 
of the south, who shall rise in judg- 
ment, with this generation and 
Shall condemn it, for she came 
from the uttermost part of the 
earth to hear of the wisdom of 
Solomon, and BEHOLD A GREAT- 
ER THAN SOLOMON IS HERE. 
We are not told what they aa- 
swered Him, if at all, but they no 
doubt answered Him with lips of 
sneers and with noses turned up in 
scorn. They no doubt answered 
Him with scowls of resentment and 
with shoulder shrugs of contempt. 
Men of pride, carnal men of today, 
ridicule the idea that Christ should 
have such preéminence. They 
would rank Him with men of earth 
or as just another prophet, or an- 
other Moses, or a 
Men of supposedly great learning 
would tell us other men have been 
born king’s sons in a and 
He was a carpenter’s son, born in 
a barn. Sclomon was great and 
had servants, but HE .had none. 
Solomon sat on the throne for 
forty years, Fut Christ never. Sol- 


omon wo ostly robes, but He 
‘wore peasant’s garments. S.')mo.i 
drank from vessels of goid, but He. 
drank from the jar of a Samaritan 
harlot. Solomon had much mmney, 
but He had not a penny. Solomon 
had armies while He had rude fish- 
ermen and outcasts as His follow- 
ers. Solomon built great cities, He 
made chairs and plows and is 
building a church that the gates 


>of Hell shall not prevail against. 


Solomon hired many, He hired 
none. Sclomoa lived in riches, He 
had no place to lay His head. Sol- 
omon’s navy sailed all the seas, 
He had not even a fishing boat. 
Solomon had 1,400 chariots and 
1,200 horsemen with 40,000 stalls 
of horses, and he rode in comfort 
and splendor while the Christ 
walked wearily along the shores 
of Galilee. Solomon ate with the 
Queen of Sheba and with the great 
men of earth, wh.le He ate with 
publicans and sinners. 

Why, then, is he greater than 
Solomon? Let us look a little fur- 
ther into the greatness of Solomon 
before answering this question. 


First: In wisdom Solomon was 
great. We read that God gave 
Solomon wisdom and understand- 
ing exceeding much, and largeness 
ot hea:t, even as the sand tnat is 
on the sea shore, And Solomon's 
wisdom excelled the wisdom of all 
(I Kings 4:29, 30). Verse 31 states 
that he was wiser than all men. 
Read verses 32 to 34. 

Second: In r.ches Solomon was 
great. At one time they brought 
nim gold from Ophir to the amount 
of 420 talents, or twelve million 
dollars (I Kings 9:23). We read 
that the gold that came to Solomon 
in one year was 666 talents or 
twenty mullion dollars. The Queen 
of Sheba gave him 120 talents of 
gold or tnree million dollais (I 
Kings 10:10-14). His soldiers 
made targets and shields of gold 
(I Kings 10:16, 17). He had a 
throne of ivory, overla.d with gold 
(I Kings 10:15) and drinking ves- 
sels ot gold (I Kings 10:21). He 
made siiver to be in Jerusalem as 
stones (I Kings 10:27). 

Tnmrd: In rule Solomon was 
great. He was king over ail Israel 
tor forty years and all Israeli 
obeyed him (I Kings 4:1; I Kings 
11:42; I Chronicles 29:23). 


How Was Jesus Greater Than 
Solomon? 


First, Jesus was greater as to 
birth. We read in Matthew 1:6: 


"And Jeste begat David the 
king; and David the king begat 
Solomon of her that had been 
the wife of Urias." 


This is the record of Solomon's 
birth. Concerning the birth of Je- 
sus the Son of God we read: 

“Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise: When as his 
mother Mary was espoused to Jo- 
seph, before they came together, 
she was found with child of the | 
Holy Ghost. 

“Then Joseph her husband, being 
a just man, and not willing to 
make her a public example, was 
minded to put her away privily. 

“But while he thought on these

than half of every dollar of income of every man, woman, and 
child in America would have been taken from him by taxation to pay 
old people $200.00 a month to keep them in idle extravagance! 

In America there are about one hundred and twenty million 
people. About one out of twelve is past sixty years old. That means 
that every eleven average persons under sixty years of age would 
be compelled to pay in taxation at least $200.00 a month more than 
at present. That would approximately double the cost of living of 
the average person, or take half of his total income to care for 
these old people. That would be dishonest, unfair, foolish, and wicked. 
Why should nine per cent of the population, not working, take 
half of the total income of the ninety-cne per cent who earn it? That 
is what the Townsend Plan proposes. 

And remember that that statement of the case does not consider 
the enormous added expense of administering and supervising the 
Townsend Plan by tens of thousands of tax supported government 
workers.

The Two Per Cent Transaction Tax 

The Townsend Plan supposes that old age pensions amounting 
to twenty-four billion dollars a year could be paid by a two per 
cent “transaction tax.” Actually this ccnclusion is reached only by 
taking the figures for 1929. In 1929, spending was so extravagant 
and living was so fast that it resulted in a terrible financial crash. 
That is the only year in the history of the United States when a two 
per cent transaction tax would come anywher.e near supplying 
twenty-four billion dollars a year. In no other year before nor since 
that time has there been such a period of over-expansion and rapid 
spending as in that year. Yes, 1929 was a prosperous year until the 
crash came. But actually a two per cent transaction tax of the 
transactions occurring now in America would furnish less than half 
of the twenty-four billion dollars a year for the Townsend Old Age 
Pension. Actually, about a five per cent tax on every transac- 
tion would be necessary to raise the money for the proposed pen- 
sions and to pay the cost of supervision, inspection, and administra- 
tions. 

But even if the two per cent transaction tax would furnish the 
money, it is not the simple matter that it may seem at first glance. 
I remind you that the proposed tax would not simply be two per 
cent of the income of each individual. It would not merely add 
two per cent to the cost of living but the two per cent would be 
multiplied many, many times on every article bought by every man, 
woman, and child in America. For instance, when the consumer 
went to buy a loaf of bread under the proposed two per cent trans- 
action tax plan, he would find that every transaction that had 
occurred in relation to the bread, the flour, the wheat, the farm, the 
mill, the elevator, labor, machinery, etc., had added an extra two 
per cent to the price of the bread. When the farmer bought seed 
wheat he paid two per cent of the price to the government for the 
Old Age Pension Plan. When he bought his plows, he paid two per 
cent of the price for the Townsend Plan. When he hired a laborer, 
he must pay an added two per cent of the wages to the government 
for the Old Age Pension. Two per cent of every transaction, paying 
wages, paying for harvesting, for binder twine, for threashing, for 
wheat sacks, for hauling, for elevator fees, have all been added to 
the price the farmer must get for his wheat. When a local elevator 
bought the wheat, the government took another two per cent of the 
total transaction, including, of course, a two per cent of all the 
other two per cent’s paid before and added to the price of the 
wheat. 

When the wheat was bought bya big grain buyer, the govern- 
ment took another two per cent for the Townsend Plan. When the 
freight was shipped to a central city, a two per cent tax had to 
be added, and of course all that is added to the price of the wheat. 

When the miller bought the wheat from the grain dealer, he 
had to pay for all the two per cent’s that had been added up to 
that time. The miller ground the wheat into flour, but every Satur- 
day night he paid two per cent extra for all his wages. He paid two 
per cént extra for the power he used and two per cent additional 
on every bill for machinery. He must add all that to the already 
exorbitant price he has paid for the wheat. Then when the miller 
sells the flour to the jobber, the government takes another two 
per cent of the greatly increased price. When the jobber sells to 
the retailer, the retailer must pay enough for the flour, not only to 
pay profit to every man who has handled the flour and a living wage 
to the labor which has produced it, but he must add enough to the 
price also to pay the two per cent transaction tax, compounded 
with the principal from ten to twenty times! So when the con- 
sumer takes his nine cents to buy a loaf of bread, under the Town- 
send Plan he will find that the bread costs nineteen cents a loaf! 


A visionary Townsendite imagines that by a little hokus-pokus 
and the passing of a law, the laws of nature and of God can be re- 
pealed and all our evils will be cured by governmental confisca- 
tion of half of every man’s income to be disposed of every thirty 
days by idle spendthrifts. He talks grandly of making “bloated 
capitalists” “disgorge their ill gotten gains.” He intimates that 


Wall Street brought on the depression by exploiting the poor, but . 


that the Townsend Plan will “soak” the rich and make them bear 
the burden of taxation’ and recovery... Such talk is not only wicked; 
it is silly. 

All the two per cent transaction taxes, paid by the wheat 
farmer, grain elevator broker, miller, baker, and .merchant from 
the seed wheat and farm upkeep to the toast on the breakfast 
table must be paid finally by the man who buys the bread. The 
wheat farmer would have no money to pay transaction taxes on 
wages, on the price of seed, machinery, feed and supplies, except 
by selling his wheat at a price high enough to cover it all, and 
then live and pay transaction taxes on everything else he bought. 
The grain broker, the miller, the baker, the merchant could not

Emmanuel, which being interpreted 
is, God with us.” 
Matthew 1:18-23. 

Thus the world was made flesh 
and dwelt among us. He was born 
of the flesh that we might be born 
of the Spirit. Sclomon was born in 
a chandelier-illuminated palace in 
Jerusalem. Jesus who had the 
glory of God before the world was, 
was born among cattle in a lan- 
tern-lit barn in Bethlehem because 
“there was no room for Him in 
the inn.” David was Solomon's 
father, but GOD was the father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Today the 
world over, on newspapels, on 
checks drawn, on deeds recorded, 
on money coined or spent, on cor- 
nerstones, on monuments erected, 
on documents filed, and all the 
dates on letters testify to His 
birth. No one dates a letter from 
Solomon’s birth — “Behold a great- 
er than Solomon is here.” Let us 
give preéminence to His incarna- 
tion. 

Second, He was greater than Sol- 
omon in wisdom. Jesus knew afar 
off Nathaniel’s character, He pen- 
etrated the secret wonder of Nico- 
demus, He knew the impure life 
of the Samaritan woman, the hid- 
den thoughts of His disciples, the 
perplexities of the rich publicans 
and the troubles of the widow. He 
needed not any to tell Him of the 
unspoken questions and secret plot- 
tings of His enemies. He knew the 
sorrow of children, and that Peter 
was an insolent coward, and that 
Thomas was a quicksand of skep- 
ticism, and the heart of Judas was 
a smoldering, black flame of trea- 
son. He knew as He knows now, 
“Our thoughts afar off.” 

Solomon, wiser than all the wis- 
est men, knew something of God’s 
creation (I Kings 4:33). But 
Christ in His creative wisdom made 
all that Solomon had knowledge of 
(Col. 1:16, 17). Solomon knew the 
fowls of the air, but he could not 
do as Christ, mark every sparrow’s 
fall. Solomon knew much of fish- 
ing, but he could not, as did Jesus, 
put enough fish in an all-night emp- 
ty net to sink two ships (Luke 5:7). 
Solomon spoke of fishes, but Jesus 
caused a fish to carry tax money 
in his mouth and swallow the hook 
of a penniless apostle (Matt. 17: 
27). 

Solomon knew much of trees but 
he could not do as Jesus did; blight 
a barren fig tree with a few quiet 
words. Solomon spake of stars, but 
Jesus numbered the stars and met- 
ed out heaven with the span. Sol- 
omon spake of beasts, but he could 
not, as did Jesus, cause 2,000 to be 
Devil-possessed and drown them- 
selves (Mark 5:9-16). Sclomon 
knew about wind, but Jesus re- 
buked the stormy wind and raging 
sea into peace (Matthew 8:23-27). 
Solomon entered the palace thru 
great doors, but Jesus, after His 
resurrection, entered the upper 
room, the doors being shut. Solo- 
mon knew much of navigation, but 
he could not, as did Jesus, walk 
on the sea (Matthew 14:25). Sol- 
omon’s knowledge was partial and 
faulty. Jesus’ knowledge was per- 
fect and full. We ought to give 
preéminence to Christ for He is 
made unto us wisdom (Cor. 1:30). 

Third: Jesus was a great teach- 
er. He said in John 3:11, “We 
speak that we do know.” He spake 
as one in authority and not as a 
scribe. He left behind him no inter- 
rogation point, His teaching was 
simple yet with ocean depths. He 
bridged chasms that yawn between 
sex and sex and sect and sect; 
between the masses and masses. 
He taught as no man ever taught 
or ever will or can. As a teacher 
He has the preéminence. His truth 
burns like the sun amid the can- 
dles. He excells the most brilliant 
of teachers, as a forest fire out- 
shines the torch. Every truth ut- 
tered by all men in all realms 
in the last 1900 years, whether in 
science, geology, psychology, the- 
ology, or sociolcgy is rooted like a 
rainbow in something that Jesus 
said, The Queen of Sheba proved 
Solomon with hard questions. Why 
not. bring all your questions to the 
Son of God? He has a solution for 
every problem in life. Why not 
tell Him everything? Are you 
weary, are you heavy laden, tell 
it to Jesus. Are you grieving over 
joys departed, tell it to Jesus. If 
you will do this, you will find the 
half has never yet been told. 

Fourth: Jesus is a greater build- 
er than Solomon, The temple that 


Solomon built was the most mag- 
nificent building the world ever 
saw. There were 183,600 men em- 
ployed in the work, 30,000 in Mt. 
Lebanon, all cutting timber; 70,000 
bearers of burdens, 80,000 hewers 
of stone in mountain quarries, 3,600 
officers and overseers, Every tim- 
ber and stone was cut to fit snugly 
in place after delivered, and the 
temple was built without the sound 
of a hammer or ax or any tool of 
iron being heard (I Kings 6:7). 
God revealed the plans of the tem- 
ple by the spirit to David and he 
turned them over to Solomon (I 
Chron. 28:12-19). The cost of mod- 
ern buildings are trifle compared 
with Solomon’s temple. In the bul- 
letin of the Illinois Society of Ar- 
chitects, it states that Solomon’s 
temple, if builded today, would 
cost more than eighty-seven billion 
dollars. If the daily food of each 
man working on the building cost 
45c per day, according to present 
day values, it would cost over three 
hundred million dollars to feed 
these working men. The temple 
faced the East. Its entire front, 
from the foundation to roof, was 
overlayed with plates of gold. It 
possessed such dazzling brightness 
in the sun that it could not be 
looked upon with unshaded eyes. 
When dedicated, all Israel gath- 
ered. They had 4,000 ushers, and 
4,000 pieces played in the orches- 
tra (I Chron. 23:5). They had a 
great choir of Levites. When Scl- 
omon prayed the prayer of dedica- 
tion, the glory of God filled the 
temple (II Chron. 7:1, 2). But 
Jesus, working no more in a car- 
penter’s shop, built a temple in 
which the, redeemed from all tribes 
and tongues are the living stones. 
For “the stone which the builders 
refused became the head stone of 
the corner’ (Psalms 118:22; I 
Peter 2:5; Ephesians 2:19-22). Let 
us give Him the preéminence as 
Builder of the church. 


Fifth: Jesus was greater as to/ 


a throne. Great indeed was Solo- 
mon’s throne of ivory, overlayed 
with gold (II Chron. 9:17-19). But 
Jesus left a throne in Heaven and 
came “out of the ivory Palaces 
unto a world of woe,” where the 
cold chilled Him, the rain soaked 
Him, and the thirst parched Him; 
hunger bit Him; where unkindness 
smote Him; where toil all but ex- 
hausted Him. When God’s clock 
struck, Jesus left the assembly 
seraphimic to come to an assem- 
bly diabolic; from the songs of the 
angels to the hoot of a mob; from 
hallelujah of the throne to hell- 
brewing hisses; from hails of Heav- 
en to the nails of earth; from the 
crown of Heaven to a crown of 

orns. His throne on earth was 
not of ivory and gold, but of wood, 
splotched with His own blood; from 
a throne where He was worshipped, 
to golgotha, the place of a skull, 


rand now He is sitting with the 


Father on His throne (Rev 3:21). 
But some day He will return to 
this earth and sit on the throne 
of His Father, David (Luke 1:32). 
Sixth: Jesus was greater in 
prayer than Solomon. At the dedi- 
cation of the temple Solomon sat 
on a brazen platform, with 500 
men as body guards, each haying 
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a shield of gold. Here Solomon 
knelt with hands raised to Heaven 
and prayed (II Chion. 6:14-16, 40- 
42). But Jesus prayed all night 
long (Luke 6:12), not on a brazen 
platform but on a mountain apart 
He prayed (Matt. 14:23). Nothing 
Solomon ever prayed reached the 
height and depth of Jesus’ prayer, 
as recorded in John the 17th chap- 
ter. Alone in Gethsemane the Mas- 
ter prayed. While Judas was plot- 
ting with the enemies and the dis- 
cipies were sleeping. Sweating as 
it were drops of blood, an angel 
strengthened Him. He prayed alone, 
being in agony, and He is now our 
eternal Intercessor (Heb. 7:24-26). 
Let us give Him the preéminence, 
as our Advocate (I John 2: 1-2). 

Seventh: Jesus was greater than 
Solomon in the provisions He made. 
Solomon provided in abundance 
but with all his abundance he could 
not, as Jesus, feed 5,000 hungry 
men with five loaves and two small 
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ton any address where he might 
catch us. I chose to drive these 
2,000 miles with faith in God, 
leaving the whole matter in His 
hands. I did not want a straw to 
lean upon but the promises of God. 
If Fundamentalist Baptists in 
Binghamton had investigated the 
matter by the time I arrived and 
would be friendly and help in the 
revival, I would not want to have 
that to depend upon, I wanted to 
depend oniy on tne Lord. If they 
wished to wire me that there wouiu 
be mo use to come, I did not care 
to hear it. I felt that I had lead- 
ing from God and therefore I musi 
go independent. Not until I drove 
up in front of the Grace Baptist 
Church at 7:10 P.M. Saturday 
night and saw on the large bulletin 
board the announcement tha: 
Evangelist John R. Rice from Tex- 
as was to begin a great revival on 
Sunday, d.d I know what to ex- 
pect. God had heard our prayers, 
had opened the hearts of people 
in Binghamton. They had weighed 
the case by the evidence, had be- 
come thoroughly convinced that 
the attack on me was unjustified 
and had agreed to back the revival 
to the t. 

Brother Hawley and a half dozen 
other Fundamentalist Baptist pas- 
tors in and near Binghamton get 
The Sword of the Lord regularly. 
I sent Brother Hawley a copy ot 
my booklet on Speaking With 
Tongues, a clear refutation of that 
heresy. I sent him a copy of the 
statement of faith, which I wrote, 
used by the Fundamentalist Bap- 
tist Church of Oak Cliff and other 
Fundamentalist churches. I had al 
so mailed him extra copies of my 
paper, particularly the one carry: 
ing the sermon on Where Is the 
Lord God of Elijah? and the one 
telling how God had healed Brother 
Middleton in answer to prayer. 

Brother Hawley got this material 
and immediately began to receive 
letters from far and near from 
pastors who could speak first hand 
about my teaching and preaching. 
A number of them had had me for 
long revival campaigns in their 
churches. All of them had heard 
me preach many times, had read 
my pamphlets and my paper, had 
studied my Bible Correspondence 
Course and knew exactly where I 
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fishes. Neither could he change the 
water into wine. Soiomon couid 
not reach with King fingers to 
blind men’s eyes and say. “receive 
thy ‘sight.” Jesus could and did 
piovide sight for the’blind. The 
dumb spake and the deaf receivea 
their hearing. Solomon, with ali 
his greatness and abundance ol 
weaita, could not purity the defiled. 
But Jesus lifted up the outcasi 
and brought deiverance to the 
falien. Solomon, in ali his giory, 
could not heai the sick. Jesus maue 
pale cheeks to bloom afresh, me 
made the palsy to tiee and fevers 
to die. Sosomon couid not restore 
& crazy man’s reasin. Jesus could 
and did, for we see him “ciothed 
and in his right mind.” Soiomon 
could not, witn all his knowiedge, 
provide forgiveness of sin. Jesus 
said, “thy sins be forgiven thee.’ 
He is the Saviour that this old 
lust-burning, war scarred, head- 
dizzy, body-weary, soul-sick, sin- 
damned, devil-proded, in.quity- 
smitten, liquor-loving, heli-bound, 
world needs today. lt is true that 
there is no help for the sin-sick 
soul in education, philosophy, so- 
cicology, culture and legislation. 
The:e is no one who can save but 
Jesus. He is able, willing, and 
mighty to save. 

haghth: Jesus was greater than 
Solomon as to the hcme He pre- 
pared. It took Solomon thirteen 
years to build his house (1 Kings 
7:1; IL Chron, 7:11). Then he 
built the house of Lebanon. Read 
how elaborate it was (I Kings 7: 
2-8). He built a house for Pha- 
raoh’s daughter (1 Kings 7:8-11). 
Jesus could not speak of building 
any house on earth, with “founda- 
tion of costly stone,” nor did He 
own a house here below, He said, 
“The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where to 
lay his head” (Matt. 8:20). He 
was born in a borrowed stable, yet 
He could speak of “my father’s 
house.” He borrowed a lunch to 
increase into abundance of food 
for the multitude. He spoke of 
“many mansions.” 

“Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, 
I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I 
go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” (John 14: 
1-3). 

He was denied inn-room in a cer- 
tain town and He borrowed a room 
to observe for the last time the 
passover and for the institution of 
the Lord’s Supper. It was Jesus 
who prepared a house “which hath 
foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God.” It was Jesus, not 
Solomon, who is coming for us 
again. (Rev. 21:19-21). He is so 
much greater than Solomon that 
words cannot explain the differ- 
ence. Jesus is the Temple and the 
Light of the new Jerusalem that 
we read of in Revelations 21:22, 23. 

“Oh think of the home over 
there” and give Jesus the preémi- 
nence and say that a greater than 
Solomon is here. 

Nine: Jesus was greater than 
Solomon as to the gifts received. 
They brought presents to Solomon 
and served him all the days of 
their lives. (I Kings 4:21; I Kings 
10:25). But folk believed on the 
Lord Jesus and gave themselves 
to Him and served Him all the 
days of their lives. This is the 
greatest of all giving and the 
greatest of all serving. 

Sinners, brought out of their 
shameful sin, gave themselves to 
Him. The aristocrats, from pride 
brought low, harlots leaving the 
ranks of the scarlet sisterhood of 
the streets gave themselves to Him. 
The outcasts, lifted from the 
depths of ruin, gave themselves to 
Him. Time would fail us to tell of 
Livingstone, Carey, Judson, Wes- 
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ley, and Moody, as well as others 
“who followed in His train.”” May 
it be ours to say in word and deed: 
“My life, my love I give to thee, 
O Lamb of God who died for me.” 
Give Him the preéminence by giv- 
ing Him your all, Give Him your 
best without reservation. 

Ten: Jesus was greater than 
Solomon as to.the fact of sin. Sol- 
omon was shamefully and shame- 
lessly sinful and wicked. (I Kings 
11:1-8). Sclomon was “the fool,” 
so often pictured in the Proverbs. 
He was the squanderer who in 
Folly’s Court -and Carnal Pleas- 
ure’s Mart flung the wealth God 
gave him at the start; but IN 
JESUS there was “no sin,” in His 
mouth there was “no guile.” (I 
Peter 2:22). 

The skeptics’ microscopes could 
find nought in Him “but the white 
flower of a blameless life.” The in- 
fidels telescopes have found no 
taint or stain. There is no flaw 
or fault in Him, who was incar- 
nate holiness. There was no finger- 
print upon His conduct. He was 
guilty of nothing, ashamed of noth- 
ing and regretted nothing. He 
never knew the humiliation of a 
moral fall. He asks, and still asks, 
“Which of you convinceth me of 
sin.” (John 8:46). 

He exhibited no weakness — He 
had none. He struck no wrong 
note. He never made a mistake nor 
took a wrong step. It was im- 
possible for Him to sin for there 
was no sin in His nature. No 
wonder the Father said at Jordan, 
“This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.” 

Eleven: Jesus was greater than 
Solomon as to sacrifices made. 
Solomon .made animal sacrifices. 
(II Chron. 5:6). At the dedication 
of the temple he sacrificed twenty- 
two thousand oxen, one hundred- 
twenty thousand sheep (II Chron. 
7:5). But above and beyond these, 
as the sun is above the candle in 
brightness, so was the sacrifices of 
Christ on the cross when He shed 
His blood for us. 

Jesus Christ, who knew no sin, 
was made sin for us (II Cor. 5:21). 
He paid the price that brought us 
out of the slave market of sin. 
We were evil, woefully deranged, 
miserable, fetter-bound, utterly 
black in sin, utterly undeserving, 
but He redeemed us (I Peter 1:15- 
20). Oh, the price He paid! Look 
what it cost God to bring us out 
of bondage into liberty and from 
sorrow into joy. “Ye are bought 
with a price,” and that price was 


the blood of Christ—blood in drops, 


blood in rills, blood in pools, at the 
foot of the cross — atoning sacri- 
ficial blood! 

In these days of blood-denying 
modernists, let. us give His blood 
the pre-eminence. 

Twelve: Jesus was greater than 
Solomon in His death. We read 
in If Chronicles 9:31 that Solomon 
slept with his fathers. This shows 
the common humanity of this bril- 
liant and most extraordinary king, 
yet with the death dew upon his 
brow he is the humblest of men; 
for death that takes the beggar 
also makes the eloquent Solomon's 
mouth dumb. Death shuts the rich 
king’s eyes and veils the penniless 
pauper. It is said of all men even 
the mightiest monarchs and dicta- 
tors, the most brilliant of earth’s 
reigning hosts, “they came, they 
reigned, they slept.” Solomon slept 
with his fathers. But the King of 
Kings did not sleep with His fa- 
thers 
ordinary sense; for He was born 
of a virgin—she was with child 
by the Holy Ghost. She went 
down into the mysterious land of 
motherhood and brought back the 
babe who had no earthly father. 
That babe was divine. 

Solomon slept with his fathers, 


dying on a king’s couch, having} 


perfumed pillows for his head to 
rest upon; soft mattresses for his 
body’s comfort, silk covers for his 
body’s warmth, soothing medicines 
administered to lull pain; tiptoeing 
attendants and loved ones with 
voices whispering. But Jesus died 
on a cross of hard wood and cruel 
spikes. He had thorns for His 
p.llow and nakedness for His 
covering. They gave Him vinegar 
and gall for His dying drink. They 
mocked Him and.voices hooted 


-of the Lord, as the waters cover 


since He had none in the| 
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the sea.” — Isaiah 1 1:1-9. 


"And the seventh angel sound- 
ed; and there were great voices 
in the heaven, saying, The king- 
doms of this world are becoming 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
his Christ; and he shall reign for 
ever end ever." —Rev. 11:15

We do agree that the 
need of this old earth is for the 
prayer, “Thy kingdom come” to 
be answered. BUT WE ARE NOT 
AGREED AS TO THE MANNER 
IN WHICH THAT KINGDOM IS 
TO COME. We agree that the need 
today is for the teachings of Christ 
to be applied in the affairs of men.

Gcd helps those who put their trust 
in Him, poor and weak and un- 
worthy though they are. God can 
get along wonderfully well using 
men who are despised and reject- 
ed by the chief priests. As Joseph 
said to his brothers, “Ye meant it 
for evil, but God meant it for good.” 
We will have a great revival, I 
believe, because we have put God 
to a test. The preachers and peo- 
ple are forewarned now against 
those who would hinder the revival.

but Jesus left no successor. He 
said, “It is finished.” No one can 
reign in Jesus’ stead. Jesus can- 
not be duplicated. Solomon was 
buried in the city of David. 
Jesus, David's greater son, was 
buried. Jesus was’ buried in Joseph's 
tomb where for the first time in 
th rty-three years the c:uel world 
left Him alone; yet nct alone, for 
it is written that the Roman 
soldiers guarded that tomb. No 
soul on earth believed He would 
live again, but He arose from the 
grave. Jesus, as Solomon could not 
do, rose from the dead. He led 
captivity captive and vanquished 
the grave. Sclomon could not solve 
the mystery of death, but to Je- 
sus death is no mystery. He under- 
stands death because he lived, died, 
and rose again. The disciples, yer, 
even five hundred brethren at once 
saw Jesus after His resurrection 
from the grave. No one saw Solo- 
mon again. They looked on Jesus’ 
hands, and saw the nail prints.

No one 
ever ran to tell of Solomon’s resur- 
rection. Jesus, as Solomon could 
not do, is coming back to earth 
to sit on the throne of His father 
David; and Jesus, as Solomon could 
not do, will set up His Kingdom 
here and will reign as “King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords.”

stay in business unless they in every case added enough to the 
price of the bread to pay all the transaction taxes up to date, 
besides profit encugh to live and pay extra transaction taxes on 


Every transaction tax would add to the price of the article, to 
be paid eventually by the consumer. The man who ate the bread 
would pay all the transaction taxes connected with the bread in- 
dustry. The man who wears the shoes would pay all the trans- 
action taxes ccnnected with hides, the freight rates to the New 
England factories and back, those connected with the manufacturer ,, «@ + 
advertisings, shipping, wholesaling and retailing of shoes. The one ;j | 
man who could not escape would be the last man who bought the u 
shocs and wore them. The same rule would work with everything — 


food, clothes, houses, automobiles, 


etc. The .rich man would pay as much tax on a loaf of bread as 
the poor man exactly; no more. Proportionately the two per cent 
transaction tax would fall much heavier on the laboring man, the 
farmer, the poor, than on the rich. The Townsend Plan simply, 
means to confiscate half the value of every dollar the poor man’ 
spends and use it to keep the aged in luxurious idléness. Under 
the Townsend Plan, the poor consumer would pay in every Cas, 
a high enough price on the article bought to cover all the mul-. 
The transaction taxes would simply be 
added to the cost of living. The only way the government can hi 
jack twenty-four billion dollars additional from the public for th 
Townsend Plan would be to have that amount added to the price 
people pay for meat, bread, potatoes, fruit, shoes, clothes, rent, car 
fare, gasoline, labor, freight rates, chewing gum, tobacco, automo- 
biles, chows, etc. Any Townsend Plan speaker or writer who tries 
to make common people believe that the rich would pay for the 
Townsend folly, is either ignorant and incompetent, or a dishones! ;
